The McGiir Amalgamated Charl 
ties Drive officially ends tonight, 
after a little more than two weeks 
of work on the part of canvassers, 
faculty representatives, and execu 
tive. Hope has been practically 
abandoned for even approaching the 
Drive objective of $2,850.00, and the 
final efforts of the Drive will be 
directed toward achieving an ob 
jective of 60 per cent, of the original 
objective. By Saturday noon, 
$1,317.18 had been returned to the 
office in the Union, representing 
approximately 46 per cent, of the 
original objective. 

In order that an accurate compu- 
tation of the returns of the drive 
may be made tonight, canvassers 
are asked to turn in any money 
which they may still be holding and 
bring it down to the receiving of 
fice in the Union so as to avoid de- 
lay. Faculty representatives are 
also asked to come down to bring in 
the final returns from their facul 
ties and to report the completion of 
the work in each faculty. The 
penny-boxes should also be brought 
in by representatives from Arts, 
R.V.C. and Engineering. These 
boxes will boost the drive total to 
some extent, and students are ask' 
ed for the last time./to lend their 
support in this direction. 

Two Faculties Reach Quota. 
The only two faculties as yet to 
go over the top have been the 
School for Graduate Nurses, and 
Agriculture. Law and Theology 
have collected 80 per ce^it. and 75 
per cént. respectively, with the 
Graduate School, Medicine, Library 
School and Commerce following in 
that order. R.V.C. is still leading 
the larger faculties with 63 per cent, 
collected, but Medicine is a close 
second. Engineering is doing well, 
but Dentistry and Arts and Science 
are still lagging far behind.- Arts 
has less than 20 p^r cent of its 
quota collected.

Queen's Proîessor Speaks at 
S.C.M. Mereoce 



Christian World Community 
Is Topic of Discus- 
sion 



That the most serious defect of 
modern culture is tlie divorce be 
tween "good" and popular forms of 
art, was the view expressed by Pro. 
-fessor Vlastos at the S.C.M. week' 
end conference. Professor Vlastos, 
a member of the Department of 
Philosophy at Queen's, spoke on 
"The Cultural Crisis of Our Thne 
on Saturday afternoon. 

The speaker mentioned that all 
the things that make up the culture 
of a people, its language, literature, 
art, are methods, or rather "sym- 
bols" of communication, and he de- 
fined the culture of a people as "all 
its symbols of communication." Cul- 
ture thus includes art in its widest 
sense. Hence, the speaker said, 
culture at its best is popular and 
democratic, and when good art is 
separated from popular art (as, for 
instance, good from popular music), 
culture is on the decline. ' 
Praises Greek Culture. 

He pointed out that culture 
reached, its peak in Greece in the 
fifth century B.C., which was also 
a highest point in democracy. 

This democracy on which culture 
depends the speaker saw as imply- 
ing . greater understanding and 
greater means of conveying ideas 
between, people; that is, greater 
community. 

This introduced the discussion of 
Christian World community which 
was the topic of the conference.

McGill's team has won its way so far 
this season, not merely because of the su- 
perior brand of football that it plays, but 
bectuse of the fine spirit of co-operation 
that Doug Kerr has instilled in his team. 
Each player puts everything into the game. 
There is no grudging and no complaining. 
It is that attribute that makes the big Red 
team so popular, one that we want to sec 
win. Other McGill teams have won foot- 
ball titles in bygone decades, but not all of 
them were able to hand down the same 
torch of enthusiasm for successors to fol- 
low. 

The contest in London was a harrow- 
ing one. Those "breaks" which arc so vital 
in à game just did not come to McGill. On 
Î foreign territory with foreign officials and 
hostile crowd/the battling is very much 
'tougher and sdmëtimès frays the nerves. 
The least little thing may set a smooth ma- 
chine off, and it seems the Redmen were 
set off at an early stage in the game. We 
hope it will be a different story here next 
week at Molson Stadium. ^ , ; 
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Vivisection 

'J'HE vivisection controversy has again 
come into the public eye. Recently the 
Country Gentleman ran a series of articles 
by Paul dcKruif on the part animal experi- 
mentation plays in the furthering of medi- 
al science, and ■ Li/e featured in pictorial 
story showing why vivisection is so essen- 
tial to medicine and biology. 

Here in Canada we may wonder why it 
is necessary to convince the public in the 
importance of animal experimentation in 
medicine, for here we have no hampering 
regulations put through by well-meaning 
but misguided legislators. We may well be 
proud of the intelligence of the Canadian 
public. Our fellow universities in England 
are not so fortunate in the pursuit of know- 
ledge. In fact, they have found it neces- 
sary to inaugurate a Research Defence 
Society to prevent further encroachment on 
médical science, already burdened with 
cumbersome restrictions. 

In Canada the anti-vivisection move- 
m.ent has never gained any headway. Our 
neighbours to the south, however, have 
lately been in danger of having prohibitive 
measures passed by certain states. The 
Hearst papers, notably, have spread propa- 
ganda for anti-vivisectionists. This proga- 
ganda, in the absence of any opposition 
from indifferent scientists, who thought 
that there is no danger of the state passing 
aùy regulations prohibiting such an essen- 
tial feature of modern science as vivisection, 
has resulted in the growth of this move- 
ment to dangerous proportions. 

The experiences of English and Ameri- 
can scientists can serve as an object lésson 
to us to watch for the beginnings of any 
anti -vivisection propaganda in Canada and 
nip it in the bud before it can grow to in-

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THE MONTREAL ORCHESTRA. 

NOTES ON THE "PASTORAL." 

The long-awailcd first performance ol 
Beethoven's "Pastoral" by thé orchestra, and 
the local debut of William Hain, the young 
American tenor, made yesterday's concert by 
the Montreal Orchestra, conducted by Douglas 
Clarke, a memorable event' 

Beethoven, during the months he spent at 
Heiligenstadt near Vienna, would take long, 
solitary walks into the valley between Heill- 
genstadt and Nusadorf. He would walk for 
hours through the woods, and rest by the clear 
brooks. He loved nature, with a sentiment so 
deep as to amount to a sort of pantheism. In 
the summer of 1808, he gave magnificent ex- 
pression to this feeling, when, hoping to com- 
pose another opera ("Fidelio" had been pre- 
sented three years previously) but finding no 
suitable text, he devoted himself to the writ- 
ing of his sixth symphony, in F, the "Pastoral." 
The fact that Beethoven ascribed descriptive 
titles to the movements, and that there are 
some evidences of imitation in the work, has 
brought forth pages of comment and argument 
From the very first performances, the sym- 
phony has met with some disfavour, there have 
always been those who regard it as losing its 
claim to greatness, due to its progfanmiatic con- 
tent. Some have gone so far as to label the 
second movement, "mere .child's play." But 
such critics measure the music by completely 
false standards. It seems to me that the dis- 
tinction between "absolute" and "program" 
music has been made a great deal too much of, 
and the tendency to frown upon music of the 
second class has been so often unjustifiable. 
There is no reason why music which arises from 
a so-called purely musical emotion should be 
considered superior to that evolved from some 
literary background. Both can, and should be 
enjoyed side by side. 

While Beethoven frowned upon musical 
pictorialism, and ridiculed parts of Haydn's* 
"Creation" and '.'The Seasons", he was not 
averse to introducing occasional imitative pas- 
sages into his own works. But always the 
things imitated were essentially musical. After 
providing a descriptive title for the movements 
of the "Pastoral" he was careful to declare that 
the music was "more the expression of feel- 
ing than painting," and it is in this light that we 
must look upon the work. The pictures are 
only incidental; the dominant theme is tiie feel- 
ing of a sense of release 'from a troubled 
world that came over Beethoven as he went 
on his long walks In the mountains. Nature 
meant more to him than just sensuous sensibil- 
ity to scents and sounds as it did to Debussy, 
Hi deep, ever-present feeling of humanity which 
gives to riis works their infinite and imiversal 
appeal, lead him beyond the forms of nature to 
man before nature, and while Debussy in wil- 
ful abstraction deplores the pollution of natiural 
surroundings by human presence, Beethoven 
adds to his pastoral setting a rustic dance, a 
storm and a shepherd's prayer after the storm. 

Anton Schindlèr, Beethoven's Boswell, re- 
lates several episodes that throw interesting 
light upon the "Pastoral.'* Describing a walk he 
took with Beethoven in the valley between 
Heiligenstadt and Nussdorf in April, 1823 (fif- 
teen years after the sypiphony had been writ- 
ten), he \vrltes that Beethoven stopped "by a 
gently murmuring brook which hurries down 
from a near-by mountain anS is bordered with 
high elms, and let his glances roani, full of hap- 
piness, over the glorious landscape. 

"Here I composed the 'Scene' by the Brook'," 
he then said, "and the yellowhammers up there, 
the nightingales, quails and cuckoos round 
about composed with me."^ In answer to Schlin- 
■dler's question as to why he had omitted the 
ye^lowhammer from the scene and included the 
other thrèè birds (whose calls are clearly giv- 
en by the flute, oboe and clarinet near the end 
of the second movement), Beethoven drew out 
his sketch-book and wrote out the arpeggio 
figure in G which is found prominently in the 
movement. 

"That's the composer up there," he remark- 
ed, pointing to the bird," hasn't she a more 
important role to play than the others? They 
are meant only for a joke." While the whole 
matter is academic in the extreme it might be 
well to note that Sir George Grove, whose great 
interest in Beethovèn led him to investigate 
the most minor problems connected with the 
composer's work, points out, in an article in the 
Musical' Times, December 1892, that wide re- 
search shows that "the arpeggio passage does 
not in any way correspond to the song of the 
yellowhammer," and he concludes that "Beet- 
hoven was "taking a rise" out of his Boswell. 

The origin of the third movement, "Joyful 
Gathering of Country-Folk" may be traced back, 
according to Schindler's account, to Beethoven's 
particular interest in Austrian dance-music, an 
interest which played so great a role in the 
development of his Symphony in A. In this 
movement he tried to popy the poor village 
musicians (for whom he had written dance 
tunes) who often fell asleep while playing, 
"then awakening with a start, throwing in a 
few vigorous bars or strokes at a venture, but 
generally in the right key, and then falling 
asleep again." We may well believe this story 
when we come io consider the repetitious few 
bars of the second bassoon, presumably sleep- 
drunken, the sudden awakening of the viola 
followed by that of the. 'cello. Moreover, the 
spkited allegro in 2-4 tiine is based on popular 
old-time Austrian dances. From another re- 
liable source. Nohl's note-book, comes the fol- 
lowtag, presumably succinctly reporting the 
composer's own description: "In Heiligenstadt a 
drunken bassoonist, thrown out of the tavern,' 
who then blows the bass notes." Which is all 
interesting conjùécture. 

• Sunday's conewt got off to a happy start with 
a delightful performance of Haydn's Symphony 
in E flat, the tenth in the Salomen set. All the 
refreshing charm and the humour of "Papa" 
Haydn were in welcome evidence. "The Walk 
to the Paradise Garden" from Delius' "A Vil- 
lage Romeo and Juliet" received a truly Ijeau- 
tiful interpretation by Mr. Clarke, and the or- 
chestra and "Finlandia" by Sibelius brought the 
concert to a stirring end. 

Yesterday's soloist was William Hain, a

here before. He wu heard first in the aria 
"II Mio Tesoro" from the first act of Mozart's 
"Don Giovanni"; the intonation in the florid 
runs was not always perfect and the delicacy 
of the intricate lace-work was j^ro^ lte fully 
projected. Later in the program «une "In 
Fernem Landt," Lohengrin's narrative from Act 
HI ot Wagner's opera. In this Mr. Hain was 
rfiuch more at home, and despite a rather small 
lyric voice and an ocasional lack of purity in 
the upper register, the dramatic Grail Song was 
sung with understandhig and good tone; it was 
well enough liked to be repeated.

SIMON-BARER— PIANIST. 

Near technical perfection, and a programme 
rather too well chosen to demonstate this imi- 
que quality featured the opening concert of 
Mrs. Russell's Wednesday 9 o'Glocks. Transfer 
of the locale from the RItz (^larlton Hotel to 
Victoria Hall proved a worthwhile, sacrifice of 
crattM^ln return for a better podium and much 
improved accoustics. 

In his initial appearance before a Montreal 
audience, the Russian pianist, Simon Barer, por- 
trayed a mastery of the keyboard seldom beard 
today. This was most evidei^t in his rendering 
of the major work of the evening— the Liszt 
Sonata in B Minor. 

Faulty work with the. pedal did much to de- 
tract from the simple yet warm Bach Chorale 
with which Barer opened his programme. How- 
ever, it must be remembered that this was or! 
ginally written for the organ, where the auto- 
matic pedal could be relied upon to bring out 
the delicate nuances which are so distinctive a 
feature of Bach's music. The G. Major Chorale, 
also arranged for piano by Busoni, served to 
introduce the audience to the brilliant techni- 
que of this artist. The precision and dexterity 
of Barer's right hand caused one almost, but 
not quite, to lose consciousness of the melody, 
really too unobtrusively brought out with the 
left 

The Liszt Sonata showed the results of in 
telligent and concentrated study. Not once 
throughout the extremely difficult work did 
Barer stumble or even hesitate. One movement 
developed Into the next without any break 
whatsoever, yet one could always unhesltat 
ingly follow him from passage to passage. The 
three allegro movements were most suited to 
his ability, giving him every possible oppor- 
tunity of demonstrating' his technical control 
of the piano— Ajpeggios, runs, trills, and finally 
double octave playing, by means of which last 
he brought out clearly the ^andiose melody, 
climaxing in the final allegro moderato. 

Essentially an exhibition work for a vir- 
tuoso such as was Liszt himself, Barer treated 
it as such, choosing not to bring out the more 
delicate deviations fotmd in the lento assai and 
the andante. , 

The restraint noticed in the opening numbers 
was again in evidence in the familiar D flat 
Chopin Nocturne. It seemed a pity that Barer 
held himself so much in check in these more 
expressive and less sensational works. The 
Scherzo was much more to his liking, and seem- 
ed to be, judging by the applause, the most ap- 
preciated of all his offerings. It was ideally 
suited to his dexterous and extremely flexible 
hands, and the capricious mood of the compos- 
er was clearly portrayed by Barer, though it 
still seemed to be a brittle brilliance rather than 
a true reproduction. 

It was only with the opening Scriabin etude 
that that sympathetic rapprochement, so essen- 
tial to the complete enjoyment ot music, was 
established between artist and audience. Sub- 
jective interpretation of the composer's' mood, 
rather than proof of complete control of a dif- 
ficult work now predominated, and the au- 
dience's appreciation of this sincere treatment 
was evidenced by the demand for several en- 
cores, Barer oblighig with more Scriabin and 
Liszt, played in this latter style. 

One left the hall with the Reeling that 
the concert should have started with these last 
few numbers. His opening offerings with their 
display of technical perfection, suggested a 
Rachmaninoff Grieg Concerto, accompanied 
by full orchestra, rather than a concert pro- 
gramme, which ought to consist of a more 
varied musical fare, giving artist as well as 
audience an opportunity for relaxation.

That Wednesday night's performance of 
Verdi's "Aida" by the San Carlo Company "prov- 
ed a definite success, is due in no small measure 
to the oustanding work of Norina Greco in the 
title role. The young soprano, who has not 
been heard before with the company in Mont- 
real, fs,,equally at home with the frequent'dra- 
matic movements ot the second and last acts, 
and in ttie coloratura aria of the third. Aroldo 
Llndi, who played Rhadames, has been heard 
with this group several times before, showed 
that his voice has lost none ot its authority. 
Mostyn Thomas, ax Amonasro, presented the 
best controlled supporting performance, with 
the inevitable Harold Kravitt taking the role 
of Ramfis. The chorus, who work is very much 
to the fore in Verdi's extravagant opera, formed 
a distinctly satisfying background, especially in 
thé "Vincitor" hymn of triumph. 

It is In the possession of a more than ade- 
quate chorus and a sometimes remarkable bal- 
let group, that the San Carlo company are able 
to build up the operatic illusion to an extent 
npt(jj^erally associated with travelling com- 
panies.''' The musical director, C^rlo Peroni, 
and the stage director, Louis Raybout, also de- 
serve much credit for the compactness of the 
performances.

The Scholarship 
Committee has been endorsed by 
Drummond Smith, president of the 
Student Society. • 

To Present Resolution. 

The Scholarship Committee hopes 
to be able to present a resolution to 
the Federal Government early next 
year in Parliament. This resolution 
will request that the sum of $500,000 
bo granted yearly, and be adminis- 
tered by a special scholarship board 
appointed by the provinces. 

This grant will allow one thou- 
sand students, each receiving $500, 
to attend a university. These awards 
will be made on the basis- of need 
and scholastic achievement. 

This scholarship campaign is be- 
ing launched all over Canada in 
colleges and schools. The enthusi- 
asm and interest of every student in 
the Dominion Is needed to allow a 
bill to be presented to the Canadian 
Government. Recently, Laval Uni- 
versity, although not affiliated with 
the Canadian Student Assembly, ex- 
pressed interest in the scholarship 
drive, and might begin a similar 
drive on its campus for the same 
purpose. 

Two years ago, Mr. Paul Martin,

spects of salt water will find many 

satisfying thir.s.s in this week's pro- 
Rram at the Cinema de Paris. 

The n-.>Tin foatiiro '.ens the story 
of a French actress, one of the 
favourites of M. de Voltaire. She 
falls in love with a marshal of the 
army whose ambition it is to regain 
his hereditary Saxony, now in the 
hands of others. Their love is con- 
tinually checked by the jealousy of 
the duchess, whose husband has 
provided the marshal with money 
and soldiers to outfit himself for his 
wars. 

The picture is interesting not so 
much for the romantic plot with its 
surprising crudities (which carry 
with them sharp irony) as for its 
production. The costumes are un- 
usually gorgeous for a French film 
and the backgrounds, some weird, 
some lavish, carry with them the 
authentic spirit of the regency of 
Louis XV. We are brought back- 
stage in the 18th century. We en- 
ter the theatre where there are 
scenes presented from Psyche and 
from Racine's Phcdrc, with the act- 
resses wearing grotesque costumes, 
knec-lcnglh in front. We sec the 
young Voltaire at a performance of 
his play, at a ball, watching the 
formal dancing. There are scenes 
of battle, intrigues of priestly con- 
fessors, merchants of deadly poison. 

Mile. Printemps, with her odd 
loveliness, manages to get in a song 
or two in between scenes of a 
touching performance as the unfor- 



tunate actress. There is plenty of 
healthy comedy in Pierre Larquey, 
in the role of faithful servitor, and 
Lafour, with his doubtful interest 
in the arts, two flawless perform- 
ances. 

Shorts include pictures of a dar- 
ing trip across the .-Xtlantic in tho 
small motorboat of Roger Lcehardt, 
who made it in nineteen days, run- 
ning into a storm when halfway 
across. There is also a dramatiza- 
tion (accompanied by a fine read- 
ing) of Victor Hugo's poem. Les 
Pauvres Gens, which tolls of the 
hard life and the resignation of 
fishermen and their families. It 
combines some good photography of 
boats with a number of shots of 
people which were obviously taken 
in no studio, but in their natural 
surroundings. Even the inevitable 
newsreel this week concentrates on 
fish taken from the sea. undoubted- 
ly chosen to continue the salty at- 
mosphere induced by the other two 
shorts.
